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Access Denied

As most Avila students know, 
the dorm access policy has 
been changed upon the open- 
ing of this school year. Last 
year, residential students could 
use their ID cards to enter any 
dormitory at any time. This 
year, ID cards can only be used 
at the building in which their 
holder lives. This raised some 
controversy. The question was 
raised: should students be al- 
lowed to enter any dormitory, 
or is the safety risk too large? 

Dean of Students Darby 
Peoples, in charge of this policy 
change, told me about her deci- 
sion. “I have never worked in 
this system, where residential 
students can get in and out of 
all residence halls,” she says. “I 
am used to individual buildings 
and being able to come and go 
in one’s own building. To me, it 
is an accountability issue that 
ties in with safety.” 

“I’m a huge advocate for 
students accepting responsibil- 
ity for where they live. To me, 
that goes for guests, vandal- 



ism, programming, community 
building, and pride in your 
dorm. Shutting the doors to 
other residents would facilitate 
those values.” 

However, most students 
disagreed. “People should be 
able to come and go because 
it’s easier that way.” said 
Kevin Jackson, second year 
student. “For example, there’s 
a computer lab in Carondelet 
[Hall] and not in Ridgway, and 
people need to be able to get to 
it,” 

Another reason for Peoples’ 
decision was the safety factor. 

“The best way for a building 
to remain safe is to hold stu- 
dents accountable for those val- 
ues (listed above). For example, 
by giving Ridgway residents 
access only to Ridgway, will in 
my experience uphold those 
values. If we have 276 total 
residents, and 92 in Ridgway, 
then there are 184 people com- 
ing and going that don’t have 
pride in that building,” said 
Peoples. 



Ben Kopp, second year 
student, sent around two peti- 
tions regarding the policy. “A 
week before everyone else got 
here and it was only athletes, 
we sent around an original 
petition to 92 people. 90 out of 
92 signed it. Out of the 2 that 
didn’t, one believed that the 
situation would get resolved 
on its own and the other didn’t 
speak English.” 

The second petition went 
around after everyone else ar- 
rived. “The Dean of Students 
wanted each hall to vote indi- 
vidually, and she also wanted 
new options to be available.” 
These new options were as 
follows: being able to come and 
go in any dorm, only being al- 
lowed access to your own dorm, 
being allowed into any dorm 
between 10 AM and 10 PM, 
and being allowed in any dorm 
between 5 AM and 5 PM. 

The RHA (Residence Hall 
Association) met with the 
Dean of Students to finalize 
the plans for dormitory access 




on August 29. Most students 
petitioned for fully open ac- 
cess, but neither Peoples nor 
the RHA was comfortable with 
such an extreme. August 30, 
they announced their decision: 
to allow all residential students 
to access any dorm between 
the hours of 10 PM and 10 AM. 
However, most students are not 
able to utilize this new policy 
as of yet. 

Regarding the new policy, 
Peoples says, “I support the 
change. I think it will be easier 
to get students to uphold the 
values (guests, vandalism, pro- 
gramming, community build- 
ing, and pride in the dorm). I’m 
still nervous that things could 
go wrong, but that’s part of my 
job.”

Whether you are a current 
student or a new student, it is a 
requirement that you are issued a 
new student ID card. Luckily, the 
first card is free. If a student needs 
to replace their card for any reason 
there is a twenty-dollar fee. 

The new ID cards are meant 
to coincide with the new building 
access system that was installed 
in Thompson Hall. The cards not 
only let Thompson residents into 
the building but also their room, 
a feature the old dorms aren’t 
capable of. The cards also give 
students and faculty access to 
Hodes and Dallavis. 

Every student must also have a 
parking pass. If a car on campus 
doesn’t have a permit it will result 
in a fifty- dollar ticket.

offenders are even subject to being 
towed. 

There were a lot of tickets 
issued last year for people parking 
illegally, but fortunately this 
year there are more parking 
spots around campus, which will 
hopefully result in fewer tickets. 

Although there are more 
parking spots, there has been 
quit a problem with the size of 
the spots. The parking spots that 
are around the center island by 
Thompson Hall and the five spaces 
next to the Art Center are labeled 
“compact.” These spots are made 
for small cars and large vehicles 
should not park there. Cars 
parking on or over the white lines 
are technically taking up two spots, 
which will result in a ticket. 
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Battle of the Channels

Americans seem to be 
obsessed with television. 
According to cybercollege.com, 
the average American watches 
close to four hours of TV each 
day and 90% of Americans 
have two or more TV sets in 
their home. Therefore it’s no 
surprise that students living 
on campus weren’t happy when 
they found out they only had 
thirty channels. 

Unfortunately, the 
University ran across a budget 
problem when trying to make 
cable available for Thompson 
Hall. The cable company Avila 
was currently using wanted a 
lot of extra moneythat there 
was no room for in the budget- 
to install the equipment and 
service the new dorm. This is 
because Thompson suites have 
five cable connections for every 
four people. 

Avila was then faced with 
a difficult decision. Either 
have lots of channels for the 
students living in Carondelet 
and Ridgeway and no channels 
for Thompson, or thirty 
channels for every resident’s 
room in all three halls. 

“We made the best decision 
we could, and now we are 
working to do some fine-tuning 



and get students more of what 
they want,” said Ben Watson, 
new Residence Director. 

So can residents look 
forward to more channels 
in the future? It’s a bit 
complicated, but more than 
likely, yes. Channels come in 
programming groups and can’t 
be ordered individually. Thus, 
they have the ability to expand 
to thirty-five or forty channels, 
but don’t have the money in 
the budget for it. 

“With our current budget, 
we do have enough to possibly 
add one or two more stations to 
replace NASA and something 
else, but in order to add the 
five to ten channels that 
students seem to want, an 
alternative funding source may 
be needed,” said Watson. 

Watson also mentioned that 
one possible way to increase 
the budget would be to charge 
students an extra fee each 
semester to have the channels 
they want. But are students 
willing to go the extra mile to 
get the channels they want? 

“I wouldn’t have a 
problem paying an extra 
few bucks to get more 
channels,” said Jaime 
Kenney, Thompson 
resident. 

Although one student 
may, others may not be 



so quick to jump on the 
bandwagon. “We already pay 
enough money to go to this 
school,” said Danielle Higgs, 
Thompson resident. 

Higgs and her friends even 
have to watch their favorite 
TV shows, like MTV’s “The 
Hills” at their off campus 
friends’ houses. “I know many 
other students that live on 
campus also have to do the 
same thing due to only having 
so few channels,” Higgs said. 

This is an issue that if 
residents want those channels 
badly enough, they can take 
it up with the Residents Hall 
Association (RHA). In the 
meantime, Watson is working 
as hard as he can to squeeze 
as many channels out of the 
budget as possible. “After all, 
as a Residence Director in 
Carondelet, I have to watch 
the same exact thirty 
channels that 
all my 
residents 
do.”

At the end of last semester, 
we welcomed Great Western 
Food Services at Avila 
University as the new food 
service provider. This reception 
continued into the beginning 
of our current semester as 
comments of satisfaction 
with the food and decorations 
moved throughout the Avila 
community. However, questions 
and concerns still rise. 

Students who never saw 
major problems with the 
previous execution of policies 
are now wondering why 
outside friends cannot enter 
the cafeteria, why each 
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person must be served by a 
staff member, and how soon 
they can see shorter lines. 
According to Food Service 
Director Wayne Hofstetter, 
the cafeteria must have a card 
scanned — or at least the price 
paid — for each person who 
enters; the exception is when 
circumstances require a person 
to briefly leave the cafeteria, in 
which case they are asked to 
“tell the cashier” at the time of 
departure. In response to the 
second concern, Mr. Hofstetter 
stated that cafeteria customers 
are being served for both 
health reasons and portion- 



monitoring reasons. At the top 
of the list for reasons in these 
categories, it was found that 
being served would prevent 
cross-contamination between 
food items while monitoring 
portions ensures that everyone 
gets an equal share. 

This led to another concern 
among students : What if the 
average portion produced is 
either too large or too small 
for individual students? 
Although a second helping 
partially solves the problem 
of not having enough food, 
plans are still being considered 
for solving the rest of the 



problem. Responding to the 
final and perhaps the most 
pivotal question, Hofsteffer 
and his staff will be working 
to reduce the length of the 
lines. The moving of trays 
was just one step to remove 
congestion and encourage 
students to have sandwiches, 
salad, or pizza while they wait 
for entrees. Considering that a 
line stretching to the iced tea 
machine will cost you twenty to 
thirty minutes before reaching 
the entrees, be prepared to 
choose between three pizzas, 
make your own salad, or make 
your own sandwich.

Jose Luis Munoz provides some 
portraits of his niece that are loosely 
based off, “Alice in Wonderland”.

Preparations are made at the beginning 
of every new year, and the Avila University 
Theatre Company would like to show you the 
results of those preparations as they kickoff the 
new season with Peter Shaffer’s Black Comedy. 
The set is built, the actors are ready, and the 
lights are gone — technically. Brindsley Miller- — 
portrayed by Andy Perkins — and his guests 
will be blind as they attempt to make the most 
out of a power outage in a London apartment, 
but the audience will be able to see everything. 
When asked to describe Black Comedy in three 
words for the incoming audience, Director Gene 
Mackey had little hesitation in saying “insane, 
frenzied, and funny.” 

To ensure that the audience will be properly 
engrossed by the insane and frenzied humor, 
the Avila University Theatre Company 
spent several hours a day preparing for 
the production. Even on the first night of 
rehearsal, Gene Mackey says the cast began 
with a variety of “blind eye” exercises to help 
them learn how to be blind in perfect lighting. 
The experiences gained from these first 
rehearsals will help the cast tremendously, but 
much more preparation would be needed. 

After a rehearsal, this reporter was able to 
ask about how the cast viewed the production. 
“It’s a very technical show because of all the 
comic bits, and the trick is making them all 
look natural and executing them perfectly,” 
Andy Perkins replied in a British accent. 
Between weeknight rehearsals, several 
daylight hours were spent building and 
preparing the set. As Master Carpenter and 
a cast member, Josh Gleeson was there to 
see practically everything. He told a reporter 
“It’s a fun challenge because it’s nice to look 
at both sides of the spectrum and have the 
responsibility to see that the show is perfect 
behind and on stage.” 

With opening night a week and a half away, 
everyone is double -checking everything for 
which they are responsible. “It’s a lot tougher 
than it looks,” said Stage Manager Beth 
Humes, “especially with all of the hidden 
nuances that are put into the show.” When the 
doors open at 7:30 PM on the fourth of October, 
the community will be able to see the resulting 
production with that thought in mind. Each 
member of the student body, faculty, and staff 
of Avila University will have two free tickets 
to Black Comedy, and are encouraged to order 
tickets early to avoid the rush. As always, 
anyone unable to attend opening night — or 
anyone who wants to see the show again — is 
encouraged to come to the other night shows 
on Friday, October 5 and Saturday, October 6 
or catch the Sunday, October 7 matinee at 2:00 
PM.

What do Le Moyne College, 
Syracuse University, the 
University of Notre Dame, 

Saint Louis University, William 
Jewell College and now Avila 
University all have in common? 
The answer^ Ned Harris. Ned 
Harris is one of Avila’s newest 
staff members and joined the 
University on June 1 as Vice- 
President for Enrollment and 
Student Development. His 
years of varied experience have 
prepared him for his current 
role. 

Approximately 10% of the 
overall 1,800 students enrolled 
at Avila are international 
students, which is an increase 
from previous years. Harris 
said one of his goals in the next 
five years is to increase the 
number of first-year, first-time 
students to continue to build 
the traditional undergraduate 
portion of the University’s 
enrollment. He would like 
to do this by raising Avila’s 
profile in our own backyard 
— the immediate Kansas City 
area. He would also like to 
better target students from 
Midwest Catholic high schools 
that already understand our 
heritage and know what we are 
about. 



When the admistrative staff 
hits the road to recruit this fall, 
he said it is important “that the 
message be consistent in order 
to build better awareness of 
Avila among our constituents.” 
They will be telling high 
school counselors about Avila’s 
focus on excellence in education 
and our unique ability to meet 
students where they are and 
individually help them achieve 
their higher education goals. 

“Our long-term success 
depends on serving, and 
serving well, the students 
that we have. 

Students 
are our best 
recruiters,” said 
Harris. 

Harris is 
responsible, 
with others, for 
facilitating the 
development of 
students from 
the first time 
they speak 
with an Avila 
Admissions 
Representative 
to the day they graduate. But 
it’s not just about getting 
the student to enroll. “Once 
they’re here, we have to be 
doing the right things to 
facilitate their success and 



support students throughout 
their education.” 

As a father of three, (the 
youngest a Senior in college), 
Harris understands that every 
person does not approach 
college at the same time or in 
the same way — “one size does 
not fit all,” he said. “You are 
going to leave here a better 
person than when you came, 
from a values standpoint. 

Because of Avila’s small size, 
every single student has the 
opportunity to develop their 
leadership skills. We are not 



just preparing students to be 
contributors after graduation, 
but to be able to lead, whether 
it’s in their work, church, 
family or community.”

Pr. Levin Selected for NUA 



Dr. Levin has been selected as a 
national consultant and mentor for the 
National Urban Alliance for Effective 
Education, (NUA). The NUA is a non- 
profit organization that specializes in 
providing research based strategies to 
low achieving urban schools that have 
contacted them to establish a partnership 
for training. The NUA is based at 
Teachers College, Columbia University in 
New York. It also has a partnership with 
Stanford University’s School Redesign 
Network, of which Dr. Linda Darling 
Hammond is the co- executive director. 

The purpose of the partnership is for 
Stanford and the NUA to share research 
based knowledge about transforming 
secondary schools and school districts. 

Initially Dr. Levin was one of about 400 
applicants who applied as an NUA mentor. 
She went through four interviews. The 
interviews entailed an initial screening 
interview, a three hour interview in 
Anaheim, CA., and two four day training 
and performance interviews, as well as 
providing video tapings of her teaching 
strategies. She was one of fifteen finalists 
that was selected to fill openings within 
the organization and has been assigned to 
train and mentor teachers and students in 
a high school in West Minneapolis. 



Talon- This sounds like a great honor - 
How do you feel about being selected? 

Levin - 1 am very pleased with my 
placement. I was hoping for Birmingham 
or Minneapolis as opposed to the East 
Coast, because it is so far away and they 
are hard places to fly out of because of 
flight delays. The training is outstanding 
but very intense. However, you receive 
training from gurus in the field. 
Fortunately, I sat in a training session 
of the late Dr. Asa Hilliard, and those 
of Jonathon Kozol, Dr. Linda Darling- 
Hammond, and Dr. Reuven Feuerstein. 
Dr. Feuerstein studied at the University 
of Geneva under his mentors Jean 
Piaget, Andre Rey, Barbel Inholder, and 
Marguerite Loosli Uster. He received 
his Ph.D. in Developmental Psychology 
at Sorbonne and his life’s work has been 
on the development of the Theory of 
Cognitive Modifiability. To learn from 
these legends is an honor and a very 
humbling experience. 

Talon — How will this affect your 
involvement at Avila? 

Levin - My colleagues in the School 
of Education and some of my friends 
and associates at Avila have been quite 
supportive and have called me during 
the summer, encouraged me through
